A TIME TO LOVE AND A TIME TO DIE $3.95 


** Graeber had been born during World War I, grown up during the misery of the 
inflation and the burgeoning of the New Germany of Hitler, had gone to one front after 
another in the surge of early victories of World War II - and had awakened to the adult 
misery of comprehension during the retreat in Russia. But the full realization of the 
depths to which Germany's masters had descended came home to him only when he went 
back on furlough, after two years, to a bombed city, the desolation of blasted hopes, 
the sharp contrasts between the luxury and arrogant posturing of those in the seat 
of power- and the people who cadged a precarious existence among the rubble, terri- 
fied to voice a protest, and taking out their disillusionment in petty cruelties 
against one another. Then- against this hopeless emptiness- Graeber falls in love 
with Elizabeth, whose father is in a concentration camp, and the brief flowering 
of their love, the realization that there was something to live for and that fear 
came only when someone else mattered, gives meaning to the furlough that had started 
with despair. Their parting- holding fast to hope- had a poignance in its very 
sparseness of detail. And the irony of Graeber's end, victim of the moment when 
his better self prevailed, writes finis to a novel that does for World War II and 
the German soldier, what All Quiet on the Western Front did for World War I. 
Remarque's best book- profoundly moving without ever slopping over into sentimental- 
ity; an angry book, accepting the responsibility of the canker at the heart of Ger- 
many for Germans at all levels; at times an ugly and at times a beautiful book, pene- 
trating the surface of attitudes and acceptances, of "man's inhumanity to man", and 
of the spark that occasionally lights the darkest corners. The translation, by 
Denver Lindley, could not be improved.

When the sales figure of one million and a half copies of Dinner at Antoine's 
confronts one, it is impossible to say that Frances Parkinson Keyes had better not 
think of herself as a writer of suspense. Let's concede this will sell. The full 
battery of promotion stands behind it, and the avid interest of her loyal cohorts. 
But for this reader the story here told falls far below such of her books as Steam- 
boat Gothic, Joy Street- or to go back- Crescent Carnival; the characters are card- 
board figures; the resolution of the mystery artificial and not growing out of the 
development either of incident or character. However, the accepted Keyes' techniques 
are here once more,- a setting of London's diplomatic circles, with an impoverished 
but still somewhat glamorous scion of England's nobility as a dea ex machina; a 
group of characters brought together at the entertainment provided for a visting 
ambassador whose somewhat seamy past reaches out to include Lady Laura herself, the 
beautiful - and good- leading lady of a current hit, and the mysterious Ambassador 
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from the Middle East country to which the visiting ambassador and his flamboyant bride 
are assigned. Then Baldwin Castle, guest of honor, is murdered, and almost everyone 
among the guests at the select entertainment provided by the American charge d-affaires 

is suspect:- the means and the opportunity are there; cherchez the motive. In the search, 
many stories are unfolded, and it is a disappointment- to this reader- when the murderer 
proves to be only remotely involved, and the murder purely fortuitous. An exotic tale, 
the plot spun with due suspense and skill. It will sell- and rent. (LC: 54-6770)

* Perhaps Cannery Row was not top Steinbeck, but I loved it, and the characters 
live today as vividly as when I first met them in his pages, ten years ago. So it is 
sheer joy to meet them again- at least a goodly number of them- flotsam and jetsam of 
humanity, perhaps, but lovable and mad and loyal and cockeyed. And then there's Doc, 
the war behind him- and nothing in front, for the laboratory, over which he had presided 
with dignity, has gone to pot under the indifferent mismanagement of Old Jingleballicks, 
and the drive of ambition simply isn't there. The cannery is closed down, for good; the 
boys live on in the Palace Flophouse, though their “landlord”, Lee, is no longer there; 
and Fauna (once Flora) still runs the Bear Flag Cafe, in place of her dead sister, Dora. 
Once again there's humor and pathos, cheek by jowl, in the characters which link the 
succession of incidents together. And this time there's a problem-studded romance, as 
Suzy, who was no good as a hustler, was destined by friends as mate to bring Doc back to 
normal. The boys planned another party for him- more disastrous than the first- and 
feeble-witted Hazel somehow managed to do the right thing the wrong way to straighten 
it out...Scheduled for musical comedy production in 1955.

THE TWELFTH PHYSICIAN $3.50 


* A new slant on a period of terror- the French Revolution- and a novel that has 
something significant to say and a good story to tell, a rare combination. Charlot 
Florian, alone of the handful of physicians who had survived, dared to risk disaster by 
taking over secretly the instruction of a handful of dedicated youths. The picture of 
Paris, with disease and disfigurement following on the trail of mountebanks and charla- 
tans given free rein, the atmosphere of fear which destroyed men's souls, backgrounds 
the tale of Florian, who puts his profession first, even ahead of the wife he worshipped. 
To save her- while his own life is in daily peril- he sends her ultimately to Italy, only 
to have her caught in the reprisals at Pavia, when Napoleon ordered the rebellious city 
sacked. Then - with a measure of security in view- they are reunited, only to have Florian 
tricked into the most dreaded fate of all, exile to living death at Devil's Island. To 
watch the character of a man virtually disintegrate during a year which saw full range of 
horror; to know he is given another chance- and is unable fully to take it; to watch a 
second betrayal- a second disintegration, when he thinks he has broken faith with all he 
held dear, provides a moving tale, in a virtually untapped area.

Slightly giddy doings in the abandoned town of Pearl make over would-be 
actor, Ralph Bayless, and prim, stick in the mud Leila Page. Caught by an accident 
and marooned in Pearl, they are propositioned and pampered by lonely miner, Walt 
Stauffer. He introduces them to widowed, wealthy Mrs. Beach and the combination 
erases a feud with a neighboring town, turns a hoax into a moneymaker as Pearl is 
reconditioned and re-activated as a tourist attraction, and eventually gets Leila 
into Ralph's arms. Have fun here if you have nothing else to do. (LC: 54-6335)

TRIPLE MIRROR $2.50 


The case against Laurent Lenard for the murder of his wife, Danielle, does 
not close with his sentence- the guillotine- but is kept alive by the speculations 
of a reporter which are fed by successive, contradictory testimonies. Rene Plege, 
his mother in law, whose vicious and vindictive evidence helped to bring in the ver- 
dict, admits to her hatred of Laurent- and opposition of his marriage to Danielle 
which ended in mutual revilement and recrimination; a letter from Danielle's half- 
sister defends Laurent, establishes his effervescent talents and charms, imputes 
another reason to her mother's attempts to prevent the marriage; and finally Laurent 
himself, in a first (he had refused to talk throughout the trial) and last confession 
establishes his guilt in the crime he did not commit.... The case here, or perhaps 
it is the writer, exploits all the emotions- and then some- inherent in the situa- 
tion, but the device is a well-established one. (LC: 54-6810)

Lowry, Robert James Collas Doubleday 
HAPPY NEW YEAR, KAMERADES: $3.50 


Casualty, The Violent Wedding, etc. precede this collection of short stories 
and will have prepared the audience which has endured and survived the ravaged despair 
of the earlier books for its continuation here. Lowry's characters are not only spir- 
itually dispossessed but their inanition is momentarily eased by acts of sick and 
savage retaliation; a cat is shredded and flushed down a toilet; a baby is seasoned 
and set to roast in an oven; etc. The title story, a war story, is one of several 
which features the boredom and aimlessness of war in terms of the average soldier. 
Civilian life is to offer little more. The Victim deals with a homosexual prostitute 
and is a frightening demonstration of depravity; decent people are also betrayed into 
shabby situations- and a nineteen year old girl's abortion is the terminal result of 
a love affair. All the experiences of our time are reduced to a common denominator 
of personal and ideological annihilation for which there is no saving grace- only 
the catharsis of brutality. Lowry writes powerfully; it is the perspective one may 
question.

ALL MY SINS $3.50 


A period patisserie (you can translate this as cheesecake) traces the very 
full life of Ninon de Lenclos from her first lover, at the age of 7, to her contemplated 
last, at the age of 80. In between, this "brisk little filly" (for other foals, in 
this stable, cf. Duchess Hotspur, Caroline Cherie, ete.) is groomed by her father in 
the grande vie mondaine and attracts the interest not only of the liverish, lecherous 
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Richelieu, but the friendship of Moliere, Scarron, Corneille, etc. But it is Charles de 
Beaumont, who abandons her after three weeks, to whom she gives her heart- and the many 
casual lovers who follow him cannot make her forget. The years pass- but do not wither 
her; at fifty she falls in love again, this time with a young boy, also Charles. She 
delays her capitulation- for a night- then is to learn that he's her son and in the face 
of this impossible (how impossible can you get) situation- he suicides. Unfortunately 
nothing, except more of the same, happens to her for another thirty years when she turns 
her thoughts toward God and acquires “another Lover".... The history which was made at 
night- and certainly more estrogenic than edifying. (LC: 54-6941)

Stinetorf, Louise A. 
BEYOND THE HUNGRY COUNTRY $3.50 

The exotic, earthy background of Africa almost becomes the foreground in this 
successor to the successful White Witch Doctor (reported in the May 15, 1950 Bulletin, 
p. 282). Again Miss Stinetorf tells the story of missionaries in the Dark Continent: 
her heroine is a woman who grew up in Africa a mission child, nurtured by black Maa Koo 
and known by the natives as The-Black-Inside-White-Outside-Mama. Laura came to America 
to study nursing, returned to Africa to suffer with the other missionaries over agri- 
culturist Jimmy Grove's impossible but beautiful wife. When Esther Grove conveniently 
dies in childbirth, Laura in proper time becomes Mrs. Grove and following the wish of 
her dead, saintly father treks to the land of the People of the Fan to found a mission. 
She finds her mission in a village where the treasure hut contains her own father's skull 
taken for his wisdom after death; she bears her child in the birthing hut. Her husband's 
death brings a decision to return to America to study agriculture for her People of the 
Fan, then return. The play of native and white thought, native ways and beliefs is the 
major part of the book, which again gives the reader a feeling of authenticity and im- 
mediacy although characters and sometimes facts are loosely handled. (LC: 54-8215)

Stories from the Bread Loaf Writers' Conference threaded by letters to a young 
writer and the contributors' own words about the Conference provide an attractive and 
commendably sturdy proof of merit. There are stories by staff members - Wallace Stegner, 
Jessamyn West, May Sarton, Warren Beck, Richard Wilbur - written with polish and percep- 
tiveness and dealing with human relations in intimate, unshowy terms. The stories of 
the fellows of the school - A. B. Guthrie, Carson McCullers, Josephine Johnson and others- 
reflect the same qualities. The stories of the younger writers who have recently attended 
the school are interesting in their wider range, from science fiction to family relations, 
and are generally less assured in the depth of writing. A volume of good reading, with 
special appeal for person directly interested in Bread Loaf and its fruits. (LC: 54-8215) 


Gilman, La Selle Morrow -Sloane 
THE DRAGON'S MOUTH $3.50 


Again as in The Red Gate (1953) this is a realistic picture of the many forces 
at work within Communist China and of the bitterness of the conflict between them. Young 
Dr. Fallon, an American captured by the Reds, has become the personal physician to hypo- 
chondriac Col. Li whose important position in the Asiatic Bureau (a sort of public rela- a 
tions office for the Communist regime) is dependent on Fallon's care. Fallon, merely 
because he is an American and has tried to escape, is under suspicion and the constant 
surveillance of Captain Kuo, a disagreeable prototype of the military police. When he 
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falls in love with the daughter of a distinguished Chinese professor he becomes im- 
plicated in the Chinese people's underground and it is through Kuo's duplicity that 
he lands in a Communist prison for a grisly session. Li's discovery of Kuo's ruse 
frees Fallon for a re-union with his love in free Hongkong. A turncoat American, 
Li's unstable English mistress, a philosophical Russian are among the other actors 
in a love story that has many elements of genuine sweetness. The high incidence of 
coincidence is often noticeable but, as in the previous book, the informed picture 
of actual conditions has authority. (LC: 54-7085)

A non-gruesome twosome, the Latimer cousins (James, English, and Charles, 
American, killed after Sedan in 1870, in France) make their way through 1953 in the 
company of their descendants, Sally, from England, and her husband, Jeremy, from 
America. They materialize to catch bank robbers who have political skulldruggery to 
fulfill; they take Paris with their flair for magic; they apprehend a murderer; they 
plot to save a helpful forger; they restore an Inn's reputation for ghost-haunting - 
and they return to their graves leaving the secret of Sally's lost inheritance for 
all to see. A brace of merry revenants, these may present a strange appearance to 
Cole's past followers but their kind deeds are equalled by their restrained humor.

* Last of a powerful trilogy (The Burned Bramble; The Abyss) this novel stands 
alone as well as a continuation of the other books. The same sustained passionate con- 
victions prevail, pervade, and here reach a terminal note of optimism. The book again 
centers around Faber, and is concerned with this ex-communist's recall into the revo- 
lutionary movement, when he leaves his refuge in France to join the guerillas against 
the Fascist forces of Yugoslavia. He becomes part of an island unit which is virtually 
pulverized, and although he leaves Yugoslavia in an ambulance, knowing that Tito will 
triumph, he beats his way back to France becoming increasingly sure that although the 
ideological war is lost in our century- the goodness and decency of the people of the 
world will survive any dictator. Free within himself at last, he returns to build a 
home for the refugee orphan he has adopted and for the child he has fathered, and 
looks toward the shared hope of mankind in its children... Moving writing and think- 
ing, for the audience of the earlier books which is more intellectual than popular.

A futuristic adventure has a few recessive genes (the publishers modestly 
say Swift, Jules Verne and Kathleen Winsor) and follows Cecil Warburton, from the 
time when he is the sole survivor of a cruiser- presumably somewhere in the Antartic 
Circle. Competent and enterprising, Warburton is able to salvage most of the contents 
of the Hyacinth, from canned goods to a washing machine, and brings them to the rock 
where he builds a house. Not before too long, he is joined by the derelicts of an- 
other civilization- the lovely, imperial Dalonorma and her two daughters, and their 
servants. Through signs- and pictures- he learns that she has lost her husband, her 
son, and her throne- and he agrees to win it back for her and is rewarded by her love 
(her daughters are also eager to please). The conquest of her former kingdom is ac- 
complished- but Warburton retains the power- establishes an army, industries, a univer- 
sity.

Some cross purposes, along with some very cross people, entangle the lives of 
a chain-reactioned group in a California coastal town. The Fosters feud and Gordon,D-.D.S., 
is pursued by young Ruby; he turns to his assistant, Hazel, for an assist to ward off his 
wife's vicious pursuit. Hazel gets Ruby a job with her ex-husband, George, only to learn 
that George has tumbled for Ruby's uncaring charms. Hazel's cousin, Ruth, not too well on 
the balance mentally, adds to the confusion so that when, during fiesta, Gordon really 
walks out, it is Hazel who is left to pick up the pieces. He speeds Gordon and Ruby on 
their way, only to have George land right back in her arms. Not played for farce, and 
not particularly for sympathy, this does once in a while have a compic aspect in its ac- 
cumulation of petty spites and numbing fabrications. The psychological basis will stand 
up - but the interest may fall down.

JOHANNESBURG FRIDAY $3.50 
This is a first novel by a native South African who lives in Johannesburg where 
he operates a pharmacy. He brings to it much of the precision which is used in filling a 
prescription. In a sense Segal writes very well- and his inspection of a Jewish family 
shirks no detail in the commonplace rounds of contact and interchange. During the course 
of the day you will get to know the Leventhals very well:- Mrs. Leventhal whose concept 
of womanhood and motherhood is an assiduous immolation, and she also brings a critical 
vigilance to bear on all the members of her household; Max Leventhal is a spiritual man 
of strict faith, and the conduct of his bookshop is subservient to his benevolent con- 
cerns; Phillip, a son, is at school; Laurie, another, is involved with a girl his family @ 
does not approve- a girl who may now be pregnant; Jessie, their daughter, has resisted 
and renounced her love for a Gentile.... The racial inflections in this country, black 
and white, Jew and Christian, are also determinants here in what is virtually a biopsy 
of a family at a given point of time- exact and explicit. The fact remains that Segal 
has yet to learn to tell a story of some kind.

Another novel of the Oregon country (Doctor In Buckskin took the Whitmans for 
its subject) gives a lengthy picture of international race of the early 1800's when Hudson's 
Bay Company attempted to confiscate it during the Joint Occupation Treaty. It takes all 
of John McLoughlin's loyalty to the Company and his immediate superior, George Simpson, 
to follow the rules and regulations for obstructing American enterprise as he submits to 
a policy that will destroy a fur territory rather than have competition and an organiza- 
tion which permits the ruthlessness and intolerance of Simpson. McLoughlin's wife, Mar- 
guerite, and his “bits of brown", Jacques and Eloise, recognize Simpson's vicious ambi- 
tion; Jacques loses his life and Eloise her husband through the man's overweening deter- 
mination. And it is the Americans themselves who point the way for McLoughlin to escape - 
from the Company to the American side. The early days of the Willamette Valley and of 
Fort Vancouver in historical recall in which the fictional overlay is more studied than

FABULOUS JOURNEY OF HIERONYMUS MEEKER $3.50 


This science-fiction allegory deals with a group of 24 Americans who, shortly 
after the Fourth World War, set off to discover Mars but accidentally land on an unknown 
planet which they name Thalia. Meeker is the recording secretary, and he assists in the 
discovery of the four civilizations there; the passive Kodliks, the belligerent Gromliks, 
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the industrial Vimliks, and the unutopian utopian Optliks. Preem, the assistant bi- 
ologist, stays on with the Kodliks; Belcher, an anthropologist, with the Gromliks; a 
soldier, a geographer and archaeologist, a novelist all remain- for various reasons- 
in Vimlikland; and Meeker, the philosopher, finds fulfillment in Optikland. Some 
find their goals in death- and others meet death in attempting to achieve their goals, 
but Meeker's record, with its wealth of detail, is sent back to Earth where it is 
found and published- although none of the explorers return alive... An abstraction, 
which amplifies the satiric-philosophic implications and intentions in this type of 
fiction. It is Meeker's dull didacticism which rarely gets off the ground.

STRANGER COME HOME $3.95 


Factual transcripts and autobiographical records of American citizens ac- 
cused by Congressional investigatory committees have - for many readers - scooped 
the market, explored the interest, broadened the understanding of the conflicting 
and continuous stream of news stories and commentary. Now comes a prominent foreign 
correspondent who unashamedly cloaks the facts with a thin veneer of fiction and 
tells the story of what happens to a newscaster transferred from the European to the 
American scene, and caught in the dark web of charges and countercharges, smear 
techniques and prosecution. While the already convinced reader will follow with 
sympathy and despair the inevitable cycle, one wonders whether those in the camp 
of the investigators and acceptant of their procedures will bother to read a novel 
which is frankly a polemic. The period is largely pre-Korea; the story builds up 
to the reign of fear that held the radio and TV world in thrall with the publication 
of Red Channels (called Red Airwaves here); the characters are types, built on al- 
most recognizable figures,- the commentator, the journalist, the diplomat, etc.; 
the story is told in the form of the diary of the newscaster whose actual record is 
so clear that he cannot conceive of himself as involved until misinterpreation, mis- 
representation and the Big Lie technique distorts the whole picture, and ends with 
a verdict of guilty. Let's hope that some who refuse to recognize what is happening, 
as reported in the daily press, will find it more convincing when recorded in. human 
terms in a novel.

A first novel takes its imprint from the Southern Ohio hill country from 
which it derives and Daugherty has a high-fidelity ear for the rough idiom of the 
people here, while nostalgia warms these memories of a brush and briar boyhood. 

Bill Brennan tells his story- which is as much that of the youngsters who grew up 
with him; of Vinnie, who was his girl from the time he was five, until her summer 
romance with a "town feller" came between them; of Burhead, who drowned in a mudhole; 
of Dug, who went off "lookin fer a pigeon an got caught by a hawk"; of Big Jim, who 
"ruint" more than one girl; of Sally, whom he married off to a friend- while waiting 
for Vinnie to come back; and finally of Sue who was able to replace her... A native's 
return- there's a real feeling here for this untouched part of the world, for the 
mutation of the seasons, but an abiding way of life- and these youthful spirits

A novel of the "hollers" and the hills charts the wild storm that broods and 
breaks over the Ruk family as 17 year old Griff discovers that his people are often 
strangers to him.

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him; his mother's complaints are a small part of her love for all her children; his sis- 
ter Flor runs away with a city pants and returns in disgrace; and his brother Random, al- 
though he joins in the family farming more vigorously than in the past, also hunts with 

a more deadly purpose. And Griff, whose love has always been for Gwen, finds romance in & 
the Wild Girl and is ready to protect her when his premonition about Random proves to be 

all too true. Random's last killing and his capture clear up two other murders and give

He has done this by 
using techniques that make the reading something of a challenge to the reader. The in- 
terchange of letters between such principals as Joseph of Arimathea and Nicodemus; be- 
tween Herod, emotionally upset by the incident, and his sadistic wife, Herodias; between 
a young Roman officer and a friend, in regard to his anomalous position with Pilate's 
young wife, a cousin to whom he had been affianced. Then there are the communications 
of the secret agents, investigating the strange happenings at the tomb, the whereabouts 
of the followers of the dead leader, the suspected plottings of Herod and Pilate, the 
one against the other.

The account of the famous Japanese 7-year marooning on Anatahan Island near 
Saipan takes a frank look at emotional and physical humanity in the raw, but proves 
disappointing as a literary venture. Perhaps some of the impact has been lost in trans- 
lation, though this version by Dr. Younghill Kang reads smoothly. What bothers one is 
the chronological piling of incident upon incident, which demands more enthusiasm and 
insight than Mr. Maruyama's rather prosaic style seems to offer. Briefly the thread of 
the adventure is this. The author and about twenty shipmates were shipwrecked on the 
island in 1944- many wounded and all at the mercy of nature. Maruyama,as the philosopher 
of the group, recounts how they survived various horrars and found food and shelter. He 
recounts too the relationships between the men, governed by their own personalities in & 
different surroundings and as they climaxed in rivalry over the only woman on the island. 
Already an inhabitant of the island, Keiko lived with her husband Kusakabe, but husband 
or no, the pressure put on her by some of the other men led to events that caused death 
after death. Final rescue in 1951 brought the shock of realizing Japan had been conquered.

remarkably well on her feet again. From his work as Deputy Chief of the Netherlands 
Mission in Japan, Baron van Aduard analyzes the important problems of the occupation- 
the roles of Dulles and MacArthur, the feelings of the other allies, in particular 
Russia who soon began to use what sore spots she could to cause estrangement, and 
finaliy Japan's own reaction to the cultural and social reforms. There is outspoken 
praise for the work of Dulles and especially MacArthur. To them is attributed the 
important advocacy of reconstruction and self sufficiency after the initial demo- 
cratizing reforms were put through. The troubles too, of Japanese apathy towards 
stabilizing the economy and the outer world's fear of renewed aggression, are scru- 
tinized as they blocked successive attempts at making a peace treaty, and for the 
future, Japan is viewed as a potential democracy- though not yet fully realized as 
the east-west struggle is played out in the whole of Asia.

The coars,and priapic humor of Athens, even when rendered into modern jargon just does not 
seem to leap the gap of 2000 years. Mr. Pitts has endeavored valiantly to inject Broadway 
phrases, but it would take more than genius with the vernacular than his to give the play 
a contemporary feeling. The result is poor Aristophanes and poor America. The one thing 
that can be granted Mr. Fitts' version is that it avoids the circumlocutions and nice- 
nellie-isms of the Victorian versions. But the end results are not worth the effort. 
Probably it was the staging and acting that gave it a sense of immediacy when produced

CELL 2455, DEATH ROW $3.95 


A 32-year old "criminal psychopath" is awaiting death in Death Row in St. 
Quentin's, in a cell where he has spent one eighth of his life. Successive stays 
nave given him the chance to fight for his life as his own attorney. But in final 
analysis, the important thing he has done, in these final years, is to take stock of 
himself, to find some reason for Caryl Chessman. This is his story, the story of a 
boy of good background, a better than average intelligence and education, devoted- 
and too forgiving- parents, who became, in his teens, a completely antisocial person, 
violently menacing society. Fear - and hate - these became dominant factors. Author- 
ity and discipline were catalysts that set off chain reactions of rebellion. He does 
not deny the long record of crime which brought him successively to court, to judge, 
to reform school, to one prison after another - and yet left the major part of his 
crimes unpunished. He does deny the crime for which he is destined to pay with his 
life. He feels that- after living with Death for years, he is worth more to society 
alive than dead. And he hopes this book begins a journey back from outer darkness. 
Even if it helps society face the problems of the Chessmans, the problem of juvenile 
delinquency in the making, "blazing guns, screaming tires, reform school educations... 
and the final chair". The book is extraordinary in its vividness, its sordid and 
often meaningless detailing of crime, its usually objective viewing of himself. 

Often self-consciously "highbrow" in references, quotations, etc.,it gradually takes 
on the sweep of sheer melodrama in the story telling, while rarely stirring the emo- 
tions beyond the sense of shock and credulity. He has a lot to say- and his points 
drive home. Shock techniques, crime comics in action, these one has to saturation. 
Sociologists and criminologists may well find it a human document of real signifi- 
cance.

The second book on the Japanese occupation this issue (note report above on 
Baron Van Aduard's Japan), by a sociologist whose other works have included Social 
Currents in Japan, and Aliens in the Kast, takes a different slant and looks at Ameri- 
cans and Japanese with eyes open to the faults of both. Starting with the Occupation 
itself, Wildes comments astutely on the ironic success it had and in reference to its 
tactics brings out the remarkable ways in which it often worked against itself. As the 
lofty proponent of a democracy but vaguely defined, MacArthur left the door open for 
many unfollowed directives which if they led to an overt democratization, still laid 
ground for the retention of tyrannical ways, notably in the Diet and the Cabinet of 
Yoshida. Going further, the study extends itself to a fairly complete analysis of 
Japanese politics down to the attitudes of minor officials. There is the communists' 
striking for power (again attributed to our vague definitions of democracy); and then 
a survey of the social and economic reforms- and their often different interpretations. 
Significant in the overall view is the gap between the "spiritual revolution" as it was 
proclaimed by MacArthur and the real accomplishments as they were performed by the co- 
operative Japanese and those of the Americans who took the trouble to know them. An

* This is subtitled "Watching the Rehearsal of World War II" and is the record 
of six years as Ambassador to Spain, six pregnant years during which democracy in Spain 
fell before the Axis powers. The manuscript is a "now it can be told" of a true liber- 
al who can speak out fourteen years later. In his introduction he points out the dan- 
ger today that in fighting communism we may lose sight of the antidemocratic ideology 
of the still menacing Nazi-Fascist totalitarianism. This is a portrait of a Spain of 
peace as well as war; it is based on diaries, records of conversations, dispatches. 

It has the immediacy of contemporary recording; it has the high purpose of a passion- 
ate faith in democracy, wherever found - and he believed the Spanish republicans stood 
for that faith.

He scotches some of the false propaganda that has been accepted as fact; he substitutes & 
fact for fiction; he does not hesitate to express horror of some of the actions of both 
sides; he pulls no punches in blaming the western democracies for the policy of non- 
intervention, for blindness and stupidity, for which they paid in blood. He analyzes 

the extent of the communist part- and sees it as a very minor factor; the Spanish temper- 
ament, he says, is not compatible with Communism. And he closes with a summary of his 
final report to Washington on nis recall after Franco's victory. Even at this late date, 
an important book, from a man of sensitive appreciation, perception, understanding. And

SUDAN DAYS AND WAYS 


Strong belief in the efficacy of the British Civil Service and an eye for 
colorful detail mark the author's memoirs of his quarter century of service with that 
organization in the Sudan. Roughly, Mr. Jackson's tenure corresponds to the first 
twenty-five years of joint sovereignty which started in 1898. Fresh from the univer- 
sity and full of the zest which lasted him his career, he arrived in Khartoum in 1907 
and spent his first year of learning the ropes in that city. What emerges as he writes 
on about the various other posts he held- ones all over the Sudan, that lead to the 
governorship of two provinces- is the extreme breadth and varied character of the country. 
While the description is personal and from the British viewpoint, sometimes to the extent 
of excluding a deeper understanding of native life, it is frank and there is an equal 
zest for all experiences whether big game hunting, or solving a local thievery, or lis- 
tening to the ironical adventures of the great soldier Slatin Pasha, or settling a seri- a 
ous land dispute with an entire tribe. Though this has not the liveliness required for 
general interest, it is good armchair adventuring for the interested and thorough his- 
tory and on the scene reporting highlights the problems of an African trouble spot.
